UT of the growing divorce evil, of which so 
much lias been said, com es another wrong 
quite as great, if not greater, than the first. 
T his is the free and easy manner in which 
seekers for legal separation give the names 
of persons us co-respondents in their ac­ 
tions. 
Recently two prominent actresses 
were mentioned in this way. For two clays their pic­ 
tures and history were published in daily papers; their 
every 
foible and eccentricity w as paraded before 
the 
public. 
Yet for years previous 
they 
had been before the 
people and no breath of scandal had ever besmirched 
their names. 
When the cases were tried it was discovered they were 
^wholly innocent of the charges contained hMfee^petitions, 
and tirat the eDtlre affair rested merely on the suspi­ 
cions of two women. 
But the co-respondents emerged from the mess with 
reputations blackened forever, sn d w ith no adequate 
remedy at hand. 
When a person's name Is dragged 
into the courts in such a way and is bandied about on 
•candal-monging 
tongues, the party, 
if guiltless, can 
probably go irto court and prove his or her Innocence. 
But such a course is expensive and only brings addi­ 
tional notoriety. 
The usual procedure is to suffer in si­ 
lence, hoping that the damage may be as small as pos­ 
sible. 
The frequency with which such affairs occur, the 
prominence of the people who have been compelled to 
suffer, proves only too well that an easy way has been 
found to secure divorce by charging infidelity and men­ 
tioning some one as co-respondent who will choose the 
cloak of silence rather than the publicity of going into 
divorce courts to fight the matter. 
Along with the statutes which are needed for the cur­ 
tailment of the number of divorces something should be 
done to give recourse to those who are wrongfully named 
by a suspicious wife or husband or named merely as a

THE SCHOOL ATE. 


UK man or woman in middle life who has 
not paid much attention to the modern the- 
I 
cries of education is constantly struck by 
the fact of the com parative backwardness 
in many ways of tho children of the present 
day as compared w ith children forty or 
fifty years ago. 
One constantly hears the 
remark, “Why, I could read as well as I do now long be­ 
fore I was the age of that child 
and the present writer 
can well remember more than one fam ily in which It was 
one of tho traditions, cherished through the generations, 
that the boys should start their Greek by the fifth year. 
The persons who deplore this changed condition of 
things are apt to blame the kindergarten system for It, 
while those who hail it os a change 
for 
the 
better 
prophesy that it w ill grow’ rather than lessen. 
It Is, on the whole, and within reasonable limits, un­ 
doubtedly for the better, and is a direct result of the in­ 
creased interest in hygienics generally, and above all In 
the psychology of childhood as affecting physical wel­ 
fare. 
The unusual child, the child with the phenomenal brain. 


backed by the fine physique, w ill forge ahead in spite of 
everything, and there need be no fear for him, as there 
might well have been in the old days of ruthless forchag. 
People nowadays are skeptical of the infant prodigies, 
and it is well that they should be. 
In the case of the average child of fair heredity and 
intelligence, it is vastly in his favor that he should be 
recognized for the small animal ho is meant to be. Young 
children are not fitted to spend long hours of confinement 
In schoolrooms. Their brains are not yet ready for much 
application, either in quantity or quality, 
Their little 
growlug bodies need the open air and the incessant mus­ 
cular activity that characterizes all natural children. 
As a matter of economics, it has been proved again 
and again that the child who has been judiciously held 
back In early life w ill be found easily to catch up with 
the child who Ifas been forced forward, while he has a 
tremendous advantage in stored-up health and vigor. 
This is not a plea for a starvation diet for any active 
brain or inquiring m ind; 
education 
for 
children 
so 
equipped is iu the very atmosphere, and w ill not be es­ 
caped. 
It is rather a protest against a school life begun 
too early, against confinement in schoolrooms for long 
sessions, against any system of education that asks little 
children of five or six years to sit still, or to pay at­ 
tention, or to understand for more than a few m inutes at 
a tim e.—Youth’s Companion. 


PRESSING N EED OF PUBLIC ECONOMY. 


HE fact that the government’s outgo has 
expanded nearly 100 per cent in the tw elve 
years in which its population has Increased 
less than 25 per cent Is a startling revela­ 
tion of the speed with which the public bur­ 
den is growing. 
And in the past tw’elvs 
months, while the government’s outgo in­ 
creased heavily, Its income shrank. 
The $1,008,000,000 
appropriations made in the recent session of Congress 
were more than $100,000,000 greater than were touched 
In any session at the height of the Spanish-Phillppine 
wa r. 
It is time to call a hult on this rapid increase in out­ 
lay, especially ns the revenues are decreasing. 
W ith the 
business which Is now uuder way the government’s in­ 
come will soon advance, but the necessity for checking 
everything that looks like extravagance is lm perativs.— 
r^eslie’s Weekly. 


IRON ORE INEXHAUSTIBLE.

Thousands of vessels pass 
Detroit 
every year; more, iu truth, than enter 
any one of the great ports of New York, 
Ixmdon or Liverpool. 
For these hun­ 
dreds of boats there is always mall, as 
well as mail aboard them for^ delivery 
ashore, and it is to insure delivery and 
collection of this important mail matter 
that the Florence B. makes her contin­ 
uous and ofttlm es perilous trips. 
The mall delivered by the marine let­ 
ter carriers must be taken out to pass­ 
ing vessels, rain or shine, hall or snow, 
during the entire season of navigation; 
no m atter what the speed of tho passing 
boats, the mall m ust be delivered to 
them and received from them without 
the vessel slackening pace for a mo­ 
ment, and it often happens that 
the 
boats art running at the rate of fifteen 
m iles an hour. 
Tho postoffice employes on the yacht 
are thoroughly fam iliar with all 
the 
vast fleets of lake vessels which pass 
through the Detroit river many times 
a year, and they know exactly 
when 
each boat or fleet is due. 
Boats do not 


and thus tho only way to make sure of 
a passing freighter is to watch for it. 
Early and late, every 
day and 
all 
through tho night until tho ice closes 
navigation, the entire force is on tho 
watch. 
A8 soon ns a vessel appears the Flor- 
enoo B. quickly tows tho rowboat con­ 
taining a marine letter carrier w ith tho 
mail to bo delivered, directly in front 
of tho vessel nnd then stands off from 
it. 
The lmmenso steam freighter plunges 
through tho w’ater nt its highest speed, 
and its swell causes such coinmotion 
that It is necessary for tho man In the 
small boat to exercise the greatest care 
to prevent the swam ping of his little 
craft. 
Just before the big steamer reaches 
tho tossing craft, the man in the row­ 
boat, by a dexterous stroke of tho oars, 
sends his tiny shell under the side of 
the bow. 
Then, in an Instant, a line Is 
thrown from the boat to the deok of 
tho vessel and made fast by tho w’aiting 
sailor; tho huge coll of ninety feet of 
line Is then paid out, and as It comes 
taut the rowboat fairly leaps Into the 
air; then 1« towed steadily a distance 
on the swell until the boatman’« task 
Is done.— The Pilgrim.

Company A, 
First Illinois infantry, by a court of 
inquiry for the killing of Earl Nelson 
at Kankakee Saturday, and the pursuit 
of a mob by guardsmen were the chief 
of Sunday’s developments in the race 
war in Springfield, which began Friday 
night as the result of an outrage com­ 
mitted by a negro upon a whit* wom­ 
an the night before. 
Two deaths, due to the violence of 
Friday and Saturday occurred at St. 
John’s hospital. 
William 
Donnigan, 
the aged colored man whose throat 
was cut Saturday night, expired at Ll

Frank Delmore, who was shot 
through the lungs on Friday night, 
died an hour later. 
This brings the 
list of violent deaths during the race 
troubles up to five. 
John Caldwell, 
who was a spectator of the fighting in 
East Springfield, died Saturday in a 
hospital from the effects of a bullet 
wound in the stomach.

conditions. 
The most insistent came 
from Chatham, a village twelve miles 
south of here. 
The negroes there had J 
become frightened at the attitude oi 
their w'hite neighbors and asked ,that i 
troops be sent. 
Their spokesman was 
told that the best plan would be for 
them to come to Springfield and set k 
protection at the arsenal. The author­ 
ities are a bit worried by the condi­ 
tions in the outside sections. 
Scores 
of negroes have left Springfield, either 
on foot or by trolley cars, the latter 
class riding as far as their means per­ 
mitted and then striking across coun­ 
try. 
These tramping parties, aimless 
and penniless, are causing some com­ 
plaints from the communities through 
which they pass. 
The whites assert 
that the presence of these negro pau­ 
pers impose unnecessary burdens and 
also argue that only the shiftless and 
immoral portions of the Springfield ne­ 
groes are represented. 
Minor depre­ 
dations, it is said, have already in­ 
creased in the farming districts be­ 
cause of this condition. 
The Spring­ 
field authorities are doing all they can 
to reassure the negroes still here. 
Thus far they have been partially suc­ 
cessful, although the number of those 
who have sought shelter iii the arsen­ 
al is surprisingly small.

"Man’s Hight to the Soil.” That speech 
was made in 1852, but it was not until 
ton years later that he was able to see 
his measure, the homestead law, re­ 
tarded in the statute books. 
Freeman at that time was a young 
soldier, detailed to perform a secret 
mission at Brownville, where the first 
United States land office was opened. 
Tho presence of many prospective set­ 
tlers awaiting the opening 
Jan. 
I, 
ISG”, of the land office, to take advan­ 
tage of the homestead law, attracted 
Freeman to the idea of securing a tree 
home. 
On Dec. 30, however, he was ordered 
to report in St. Louis for a new as­ 
signment. 
To add to his troubles, Jan. 
I was a legal holiday. 
The young sol­ 
dier, 
nothing 
daunted, 
sought 
out 
James Bedford, who had charge of the 
government land office, and told him 
his troubles. 
Bedford agreed to sign 
the filing paper* following the stroke 
of midnight the following night 
lf 
Freeman could, secure the consent of 
other prospective 
settlers 
to 
waive 
their right to make entries uufil the 
following day. 
All day Dec. 31 Freeman sought out 
the settlers and secured their consent 
to the scheme, in order that he might 
get affray New Year’s morning. There 
was a dance at the town hail in the 
evening, ami at midnight all the young 
Beau Brummels repaired to the land 
office to see Uncle Sam’s soldier be­ 
come the first homesteader. 
The papers already had been made 
up arid were signed Just 
after 
12 
o’clock. 
Freeman started at once for 
St. Louis, and was able to visit the 
land but twice during the next three 
years, the law making special provi­ 
sion for soldiers. 
In I SGS Freeman laid down his aru* 
and took up the peaceful pursuit of 
agriculture on his claim. 
He built a 


log cabin as the first structure on th* 
farm. 
On an adjoining claim lived a 
young woman with whom Freeman had 
become acquainted during Ills previous 
visits, and when the cabin was com­ 
pleted they were married and moved 
Into the new borne. 
Freeman was en­ 
ergetic, and from an open 
prairie 
homestead the quarter section was de­ 
veloped into the finest farm In Gage 
County. Additional land was purchased 
and Freeman became wealthy. 
Three 
fine orchards surround a comfortable 
brick dwelling, and a forty-acre tim­ 
ber claim has developed into a young 
forest. 
Of late years Freeman’s health aas 
been poor and he has spent much of his 
line at health resorts. 
He recently 
returned, Ills health completely shat­ 
tered. 
Ile wa* taken at once to ills 
farm home, where he will pass the 
last few weeks of Ills life.—Chicago 
Evening Tost.

FINALLY ACQUITTED 


Remarkable Case Ended After 


Fifth Trial In Virginia. 


Roanoke. 
Va., 
Aug. 
15.— The 
fifth 
trial at Floyd C ourthouse of John R ich ­ 
ards, the Floyd co u n ty school teacher 
oharged with the murder of his rival 
in love, M aurice K. Francis of R o a n ­ 
oke, ended in acquittal. 
The first, s e c ­ 
ond and fourth trials resulted in d is­ 
agreem ents. 
T h e third trial resulted 
in conviction of m urder in the first 
degree and R ichards was senten ced to 
be hanged. 
T h e suprem e court g ra n t­ 
ed a new trial. 
Francis w as killed 
j w hile on his w a y to see Miss G racie 
Link, his fiancee, to set a date for their 
wedding. 
R ichards had been a suitor 
for the young w o m a n ’s hand, and he 
v*as suspected of the killing. 
Im m ediately follow ing the third trial 
of Richards, h i s . father, mother and 
eldest brother died of pneumonia w ith ­ 
in the period of a week, as the result 
o f exposure in atten Png the trial 
The parents 
w ere 
buried 
on 
the 
sa m e day, but the prisoner was not a l­ 
lowed to attend th e funerals for fear 
of lynching.
